43. (Currently amended) An electronic server system for setting up an authentication through a 
communication network, which communicatcs e ffects communication of a virtual terminal for 
participating in the authentication with a personal terminal including an information indicating unit and 
an input unit for inputting an indication, comprising: 

a communicating section connected to the communication network; and 
a processing unit for communicating with the personal terminal and with the virtual terminal 
through said communicating section, said processing unit activating the virtual terminal and setting up 
link information including authentication ID information in association with the virtual terminal and
